On Nov* 15 through 18 visitors 
from the Southern Association of 
Colleges and Schools were on 
campus conducting interviews for 
LSUS* ^accreditation. The exit 
interview was held yesterday. 

Accreditation for federal funding 
is based on schools' principles and 
philosophies, institutional purposes 
and effectiveness, educational 
programs, educational support 
services (such as student affairs, Lhc 
library, and computer resources), and 
administrative processes. 


"We have had excellent feedback 
and have been complimented 
regarding academic programs and 
student services," said Dr* Patricia 
Bates, associate vice chancellor of 
academic affairs* 

One SACS visitor attended a 
business class and another met with 
several student leaders* Committee 
members also informally spoke to 
interested students* 

"There has been a concerted 
effort to interview the students," said 
Bates* "Some have been scheduled 
and others have been spontaneous*" 
Some SACS visitors ate lunch in 
the University Corner cafeteria in 
order to talk with students. 


"1 guess it's our report card," said 
Karen Mischlich, director of student 
activities* 

The administration had 
distributed approximately 80 copies 
of LSUS' institutional self-study in 
order for faculty, staff and the LSUS 
Steering Committee, who aided the 
SACS people in their visit, to be 
briefed of the situation* 

The visitors gave their 
impressions of the school in the U*C* 
thcaier Thursday* 

"The exit interview is a 
presentation by the visiting 
committee of their visit," said

Envoy in Somalia, 
speeches cancelled

U.S. Envoy Robert Oakley 
was forced to cancel two 
speaking engagements at 
LSUS scheduled for Nov. 16, 
when President Clinton asked 
him to return to Somalia for 
further talks. 

Oakley traveled to Somalia 
in December of 1992 and 
again this October to try to 
negotiate a peace settlement 
with warlord Mohammed 
Farrah Aidid. Continued 
unrest in the region prompted 
Clinton to send Oakley back 


to Somalia last week for the 
third time. 

"1 think he's got a long 
hard road ahead of Him," said 
Dr. Milton Finley, chairman 
of the history/socia! sciences 
department. "Any kind of 
permanent government that's 
established will have to be 
maintained by force because 
it's going to be seen as a tool 
of the wesL" 

Oakley has not yet 
rescheduled his talks, but the 
Office of University Relations 
is hopeful that Oakley will 
appear after he returns to the 
United Suites. 


Balloon rally donates 
to scholarship fund

Red River Rally officials 
announced that the hot air 
balloon event raised more 
than $24,000 for local 
groups* Of that amount, 
$6,182 went to the LSUS 
Scholarship Fund. 

One of the main 
objectives of the Rally is to 
raise scholarship money for 
the school* Fifty percent of 
the profits go directly to 
LSUS and the remaining 
funds are reserved for the 
next year's event. 

The Ark-La-Tex Chevy 
Club, Rally Balloon tethers 
and LSUS Alumni 
Association donated their 
earnings directly to the 
university. 

According to Fred Kreig, 
director of human resources, 
the event is non-profit, but if 
money is made after 
expenses, the remaining

The Rally's expenses 
include lodging for the pilots, 
propane for the balloons and 
prize money. The pilots that 
participate in the balloon 
rally are in demand and lend 
to go where the perks are* 
said George Broach, director 
of markciing/promotions.

Chancellor John Darling

"The day you start a job is the day you start 
looking for another one," Stowe said. 

Siowc said, on the average, a person will change 
jobs seven limes and switch career three times in a 
lifetime, 

"A degree is just one credential/ Stowe said. 
"Another very important one is practical experience." 

LSUS is offering several workshops for its 
students in the spring in order to prepare juniors and 
seniors for their future job search today.

Two fraternities attempt 
to start LSUS chapters

Tau Kappa Epsilon has started the 
process of establishing a new fraternity 
chapter on the LSUS campus. However, 
unlike most schools who have to battle it 
out with the competition, here, the other 
"fraternities are helping out as much as they 
can/ said Anand Balasubramanian, TKE 
president said. 

One factor that made Balasubramanian 
and vice president Quenton Watson decide 
to establish TKE was that they didn't feel 
they "fit the bill of the other fraternities/ 

They quickly found out they were not 
the only ones who fell this way, because 
once students heard a new fraternity was 
being established, about 20 more students 
voiced a desire to join in on the process. 

These 20 men range from freshman to 
graduate students. Some are TKEs who 
have transferred here, like Watson, while 
others are TKE alumni and the rest just 
wanted to help organize a new fraternity. 

Balasubramanian said that even though 
there's a wide variety of altitudes, majors 
and ages, they all have become good 
friends. 

The national organization will watch the 
newly founded LSUS TKEs as they 
concentrate on each step of becoming an 
official organization. 

The LSUS TKEs have already 
accomplished two steps. The first was to 
be granted a charter. This allows them to 
have most of the fraternity's benefits, puts 


them on probation and secures them 
recognition in the national organization. 

The other step is tackling membership. 
They already have a strong base, especially 
for a new fraternity, with 20 members 
enrolled. 

The SLudent Organizations Council was 
supposed to vote on whether or not to 
recognize TKE at its Nov. 12 meeting, but 
no representative from the would-be 
organization was present. Watson cited 
scheduling errors as the reason for not 
being present, stating that the vote would 
occur at the next SOC meeting on Dee* 3. 

Anyone interested in joining TKE can 
call Anand Balasubramanian at 795-3073. 

Kappa Alpha is also trying to start an 
LSUS chapter. Previously the national 
organization shut the chapter down for lack 
of membership. 

At the last S.O.C. meeting Shreveport 
Louisiana (SLA) was recognized as an 
organization to raise money and recruit 
members in order to establish KA. They 
have also been recognized by the Inter 
Fraternity Council. 

"The most important thing for Kappa 
Alpha to overcome/ said Kurt Rcnstnk, 
assistant director of student activities, "is 
their national fraternity's reluctance to 
restart the chapter here/ 

Kappa Alpha's LSUS chapter closed 
about two years ago. "It wasn't one of 
those bullet in the head deaths/ said 
Rensink, "It was sort of a lingering death. 
They just petered out/

I received an interesting piece of mail over 
the weekend. It was a survey sent out by Rep. 

Cleo Fields (D-La., 4th District) concerning 
the upcoming Health Care Reform, 

The third question on the survey reads: 1 
support a health care plan that is (A) publicly 
managed like the Canadian system; (B) 
universal and available to everyone; (C) 
managed competition with insurance 
companies competing; (D) similar to the 
current system. 

Both A and C are similar to what has already been 
proposed by the Health Care Task force and Hillary 
Clinton. In fact, C is one of the foundations of the 
Health Care Reform as it currently stands. No one in 
their right minds would pick D. Even I, conservative 
that l am, agree that something is wrong with our health 
care system. This leaves B as the oddball entry. 

What is there about B that makes it a separate choice 
Trom the other three? The Canadian system is universal 
and available to everyone.

Why doesn’t Lhc 
survey ask about a voucher system? The survey 
presents two ostensibly liberal options, another option 
that no one will pick, and an option that really isn’t an 
option at all, "Curiouscr and curiouscr," said Alice. 

Question 4 reads: 1 support (A) an employer-based 
system in which employers and employees share 
premium cost (B) a tax-based system with insurance 
premiums paid through payroll and income tax; (C) the 
present health care system. Aside from the fact that the 
payroll tax mentioned in B is the exact same thing as the 
employer-based system in A, ask yourself again if these 
are the only options? Again, the survey gives a choice, 
option C, that no one will pick. Therefore, if you don't 
like C (and who would?), you must like one of the oilier 
two even if you think they both stink as well. 

Question 8 reads: In order to supplement financing 
for health care reform, how would you prefer to pay? 
(A) Increased tax on cigarettes; (B) Increased Lax on 


liquor; (C) Tax on firearms; (D) National sales tax; (E) 
None of the above. What about a choice like (F) 
Abolish funding for the National Endowment for the 
Arts? Or (G) Abolish the honey, mohair, and cotton 
subsidies that have existed since World War II? 

Finally, question 6 asks: The new health care 
package should include (A) mental health care; (B) 
dental care; (C) long-term care; (D) women's health 
initiatives; (E) chiropracLic care. Guess what "women's 
health initiatives" arc. Go ahead, guess. Give up? Try 
"federally funded abortion." Thai's right. Abortions 
being paid for with your lax dollars and mine. I was 
against federally funded abortion even when 1 was pro- 
choice, and I certainly don’t like them now. 

So what's going on with this survey? Two things: 

Cleo Fields has already made up his mind as to how 
he’s going to vote, and he’s trying to convince you that 
his position is the right one. Why else would he phrase 
questions 3 and 4 in the fashion he did? If you don't 
pick the current system, you are picking choices that are 
already on Hillary's Health Care Reform, And when 
they announce die final version of the reform, you’ll 
think back and say, "Well, that’s what l picked on Rep. 
Fields* survcy. ,, 

In addition, the survey results will provide statistical 
data for Rep, Fields to use. He can say, "See, 58 
percent of my constituents support federally funded 
abortions" If enough people don't realize what 
"women's health initiatives" arc. 

The survey is not designated to get your opinion on 
health care reform. Rather, it's designed to get you to 
think you're in agreement with Rep, Fields' position.
